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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 15-17, 20-21, 26-32 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Neumann (5,303,151). 

As to claim 15, Neumann teaches a translation assistance system for translating 
terms in a source language to terms in target language, comprising the steps of: 

a database/product glossary comprising list of terms for a source language term 
and target language term (Fig.1, Fig.2, 212; Col.81-82); 

a computer server coupled to the database for retrieving the stored glossary for 
the source language term and target language term and obtain a final translation. 

According to Neumann as depicted on figure 1 Glossary representing multiple 
language terms for the source language (124) are generated and stored and during 
translation source language terms having glossary are identified by the system and 
displayed where a final translation for the source language term is selected. 

"a user invokes a translation assistance program under a word processing program to translate a 
source language document written in a source language to a target language document written in a target 
language. The translation assistance program displays the source language document on a translation 
screen of a display device. The translation assistance program then compares each source term in a 
product glossary with the source terms in the source language document. The product glossary 
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associates each source term it stores with a target term which translates the source term into the target 

language. For each source term from the source language document which is found in the product 

glossary, the translation assistance program: 1)underlines the source term in the source language 

document, 2) inserts a translation handle on the translation screen immediately after the underlined 

source term, and 3) associates the translation handle with the target term which translates the source 

term into the target language." (Col.2, lines 40-60). 

And further When the user decides to insert the target term at a current insertion point on 
the translation screen, the user invokes an insert target term command which contains the 
translation handle associated with the appropriate source term. In response, the 
translation assistance program retrieves the target term associated with the translation 

handle and inserts the target term at the current insertion point on the translation screen." 

As to claims 16-17 and 20-21, Neumann teaches a client computing device 
coupled to the server and means for the user to select the final translation amongst the 
glossary list of words where they are stored in the glossary (Fig.2, 200; Fig.1, 108). 

Claims 26-32 and 34 are analogous to the claims addressed above and are 
rejected for the foregoing reasons by Neumann.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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Claims 1, 2 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kransov (2003/0101044). 

As to claim 1 , Kransov teaches a computer implemented method for generating 
glossary for use in language translation, comprising the steps: 

Providing active glossary for source language; 

Generating glossary for the terms in the source language as the target language; 

Receiving user input (suggested translation); and 

Generating a domain specific (localized) glossary (par.0030; 0036;-0042; 
par.0053-0060 Figs.6, 12). 

As to claims 2 and 14, Kransov teaches where glossaries are identified for terms 
in the source language and means for communicating the translation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 35-41 are allowed. 

The claim is allowed because the steps for obtaining a glossary as recited is not 
taught by Neumann. 

Claims 3-13, 18-19, 22-25, 33 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
